The Jefferson County Federation of 
Catholic Societies held its refrular meet- 
ing at Satolli Hall last Thursday night. 
The most important businees of the 
evening waa tbe reading of the report of 
Dr. J. W. FlBwler, Preddeat of tbe 
Coaatp Padantioa, ea delegate to the 
Amerieaa Fadaiatiaa of Cathdic Sode- 
tiea. 

Dr. Fowler presided over the meeting, 
which was well attended'. Hia report 
was read by Eugene J. Cooney, S ecr e ta ry 
of the County Federation. 

Dr. Fewler's report detailed every 
inddent of the convention. A great deal 
or the information has come to aaherclo- 
fore throagh tha daily papers ia a gaserd 
way, bet Dr. Fowlar'a lapott was ofidd 
and gave madi iafdrmatioa that the 
daily press did aot have. 

He told in brief of the election of him- 
aelf and Mr. Cooney as delegatea ^om 
the Jefferson County I'ederation to the 
National Federation, and how they were 
welcomed by other delegates. 

Dr. Fowler then told how the conven- 
tion met in Chicago August 15. Tbe 
delegatee attended pootificd mam in the 
Holy NaaM Cathadrd. Tha aermoa was 
preaChad by tbe Rif^t Rev. Bishop 
Messaier, of Greea Bay, Wis. iUtarmass 
the Natioad Pederatioo coavened at 
Asaociatioo Hall. The delegatea were 
welcomefl by Mayor Harrison. T. B 
Minahan, of Columbus. O., President of 
the Federation, responded to the address 
of welcome. Tbe body then went into 
executive session. 

One of the moet important mattera 
discussed was the Philippine qaestion. 
An able address on the eahlaek; of the 
f riara ia tbe Pbilippiaes wm daQvared by 
the Rev. Father O'Rdlly, a member of 
the Augustinian order of friars. In brief, 
Father O'Reilly advocated a fiee discus- 
sion of the Philippine question in the 
United States. His address was well 
received and tbe federation adopted a 
reaoiutioa ahowing that the sentiment of 
the ddegatea waa tbat the Philippine 
question was not underatood in the 
Udtcd States, aad adviaed tbe fornwl 
preeeatatioa of a aMmodd oa the sabject 
totha Ualtad Statae Ootarmaant. 

Ra*. Father Oaaa, who baa charge of 
the Catholic children attending the 
Indian achool at Carlisle, Pa., addressed 
the federation on the Inilinn school 
question. He was present as a represen- 
tative of Archbishop Ryan, of Phila- 
delphia. Father Gans, gave a graphic 
deacription of the Indiana from the time 
of the diacovofy of AaMtlca aatil now a 
mere baadfal were lef| at the preeent 
day. Ha told how thagr had been driven 
from tha Allantie to tha Paelffc ocean; 

tha htHBaa hmily that bad never bowed 

the knee to any but r,o<', the Creat 
Spirit. He recounte<l what the late 
Preaident Grant had done for the l^enefit 
and education of the Indians and how 
little waa being done by the Government 
now, and ahowed bow Mother Drexel, a 
Catholic nun, waa opeadlog |100,000 
afaaally from her owajpaiae for the 
adacathm ol tha ladiaaa. 

Father Oaaa waa -wall lacdvad aad the 
federadoB later adopted a reeolndon of 
sympethy with the Indians and pledge 
the moral aopport of all Catholics to the 
Indian Government schools. 

During the first day's session of the 
convention Pope I,eo XIII. sent his 
bleaaing to tbe federation. It was 
received with many widma ior Ua eoa* 
tinned good health. 

Dr. Fowlar'a report alao ahowad how 
tbe Le a lev i Me delegataa were weUpleeed 
ladttaca— Dr. Fowler wee made a 
of the oomiaittee on constitu- 
tioa; Bngene J. Cooney was appointed 
on two committee* — resolutions and 
finance; William T. Meehan on two 
committees — press and nominations. 
To crown it all, Dr. Fowler was made a 
member of the Board of Directora or 
Executive Board, the controlling body of 
the federation. 

Dr. FOwlar iadted tha delegatea to 
meet hi LonisvUle hi 1808, aad the 
majority of the ddegatee favored him, 
but Bidiop McPanl, of Newark, made a 
^cr aoaal appad to have it held in the 

Dr. Fowler withdrew Loniaville and 
nominated Atlantic City, and the federa- 
tion so decide«] and so the convention 
will meet there on the third Tuesday in 
July, next year. 

The federation now takes in societies 
of German, French, Bohemian, Polish 
and other CathoUca who previoualy 
atood aloof. The ooaadtatkm waa modi- 
fied to adt thah aeaaid widma. ao tbat

Many good newqiapers do die 
young, but the great majority of 
newspapers live to a happy old age. 

Atv. Father Deppen in giving 
"Ih^lbregoing approval of the Ken- 
tucky Irish American spoke not of 
this paper alone. He was giving 
tetmtline of the history of Oatho- 
Ue Journalism in Kentucky. But 
the editor feels proud, indeed, to be 
. classed among the Catholic journal- 
ists of the State. It is an honor 
unexpected but certainly most wel- 
come. 

The Record and the Kentucky 
Irish American are not rivals in 
any sense of the word. The Record 
is published to give the news of the 
diocese of Louisville to Catholics, 
and whatever money is received 
from its publication goes toward 
the support of the orphans.

LABOR DAY. 

Last Monday was Labor's holiday 
and it was generally observed 
throughout the country, but no- 
where more heartily nor with more 
reason than in this city. The parade 
W4t8 the largest, the appearance and 
behavior of the marchers the best, 
and the turnout of the public more 
universal than ever before. And in 
no year has organized labor such 
cause for rejoicing. During the 
past twelve months all labor organ- 
iMtions have grown, adding thou- 
sands of members, and several new 
nnioM were formed; the relations 
between labor and employers have 
become more harmonious, and most 
differences have been settled amic- 
ably and favoraUy to Ubor; strikes 
have been aire, when the many 
crafts and tlwusandsof workmen 
involved are considered, the only 



serious disturbances being of the 
coal fflinera in the anthndtt, West 

Virginia and Western Kenttldcy, 
hotbeds of trouble for years, and 
not to labor's discredit, but due to 
the enmity and obitinacy of the 
operators in denying just or even 
humane treatment of employes and 
resorting to oppression and brutal- 
ity to tnatave or drive out M hon- 
est labor. And even these are a 
source of hope, for the forbearance 
and good behavior of the strikers 
under the ordeal, compared with 
the haughty lawlessness of the 
operators, has attracted public atten- 
tion, aud the comparison is influenc- 
ing puUic opinion and uniting 
employers, capitalists, the press and 
public officiale with organized labor 
in protest and effort to right the 
wrongs of years' standing. 

In this city organized labor is 
stronger and more harmonious than 
ever before; the feeling and opinion 
of employers have changed to' more 
favor, as the real object, peaceful 
and lawful course of labor unions is 
revealed to them. In neariy all 
industrial establishments tiuioh 
labor is employed, at least in part, 
and nearly all dosed down to allow 
their employes a hdiday, those that 
are antagonistic and excluding 
union labor being the exception, 
well known and easily pointed out. 
With such results of conservative 
and peaceful policy and unity and 
harmony, Louisville labor unions 
had reason to heartily celebrate, 
and to hope for continued p rogr ess 
and gains in membership and added 
employers converted to unionism in 
the near future. The indiqiutable 
betterment of kbor's condition will 
secure the first; the peace and pros- 
perity of union establishments 
should open the eyes of non^mdoo 
employers to the folly of their pre- 
judices and bring them into the fold. 
Such orderly celebrations as that of 
Monday, calling public attention to 
the real objects and lawful methods 
of organized labor, especially in this 
city, tend to the attainment of this 
much desired result. 



SOWING THE WIND. 



Tlie New York Journal publishes 
the pictures of Hon. Mark A. 
Hanna, J. Pierpont Morgan and 
President Rooaevelt, underiined 
with these words in large type: 
"These three men could settle the 
anthracite strike if they sincerely 
wished to do so." 

Hon. Marcus A. Hanna is United 
States Senator from Ohio, but has 
no authority to settle the strike, 
unless it be as Chairman of the 
Civic Federation, in which capacity 
he, as well as Archbishop Ireland 
and other members, has striven for 
weeks to induce the mine operators 
to accept the miners' proposition to 
arbitrate. 

Mr. Morgan has not been shown 
to be connected with or have any 
control over the anthracite operat- 
ors, but it seems that because he is 
the pnk^pter and organiser of great 
industrialt, commercial and trans- 
portation combinations, involving 
many millions of dollars, it is in his 
power to dictate to everybody and 
everything— a mere atmniat with 
no real foundation. 

President Roosevelt's powers are 
defined and limited by law, and he 
has no arbitrary powers. By what 
authority he could settle the strike, 
in no way directly affecting the 
Oovemment or its buainesa, is hard 
to even conjecture. 

Similar publications frequently 
appear concerning other officials, 
even diurchmen and wealthy men 
in other sections of the country. 

When a prominent newspaper 
publishes such an a a a ertk m it 



should give some reason or ground 
for a basis; not only af a matter of 
justice to the men chsfged with so 
grave an offense — for offense it 
certainly is if true — but in the 
interest of law and order and the 
rights of the people. Sympatiiy 
for the strikers, disapproval of the 
course of the operators, who seem 
to be responsible for the prolonga- 
tion of the strike and IMiferrnt as 
to its consequences to the public 
welfare— all these do not justify 
such an assertion against three 
prominent men, one of them the 
chief officer of the Government. 

Such publications cater to the 
prejudice and ezdte the passkms of 
the ignorant and thoughtless 
against the rich and the Govern- 
ment; practically indorsing and 
disaeminating tht anardtistk idea 
that the rich and officials are all 
powerful, above and beyond the 
law, free to do as they please, re- 
gardless of right and justioe, and 
use the powers of government to 
carry out their private ends and 
interests; they are masters, the 
people their staves. Though gen- 
erally uttered in the interest of 
labor, they are a positive injury to 
the working people, who are 
wrongly charged with holding and 
seeking to enforce such views, thus 
incurring the suspicion if not the 
ill-will of ' the American people, 
who, while qrmpathistog with 
labor, recognize and believe in 
protecting the just rights and good 
name of all, even the rich, and 
first and above everything else, 
love and uphold their Government 
and honor their public officials 
abtve partisanism and resent any 
impnttitions against them. 

As thoughtful and conservative 
people pass such assertions by with 
contempt, their only effect fa to 
sow the seed of anarchy among the 
ignorant and credulous who accept 
such statements as truth. 

They sre sowing the wind. We 
hope the American people wilt not 
reap the whirlwind. 



A Catholic priest in Texas, who 

has become convinced that social- 
ism is the panacea for all human 
ills and wrongs, notified his Bishop 
of his withdrawal from tha priest- 
hood and membership of the Catho- 
lic church, because the teachings 
of the church were at variance with 
his views. No attempt has been 
made at the sensational, but some 
of the non-CatboIic papers seem to 
be surprised that the priest is 
allowed to do this without interfer- 
ence by the church authorities. 
As this is a free country there is no 
groud for dvic interference, and as 
the Catholic church teaches "free 
will," he will not be bothered by 
the church authorities if he really 
withdraws and pursues Us way, 
and does not, as is sometimes done 
in such cases, interfere with the 
church by insisting upon exercis- 
ing hfa. functions and forcing his 
teachings upon the church— thus 
falsifying its teachings and defying 
its authority within its fold. Until 
he interferes with the chmth the 
church will not interfere with him. 



The Bvcning Post, in its Labor 
day greeting, attests its approval of 

organized labor by stating it was 
the first to sign the contract with 
the Typographical Union in thfa dty 
and that it haa alwasrs conducted its 
printing department according to 
union regulations. The Post might 
have truthfully added that in all 
those years there hati never been 
the least friction or cause for com- 
plaint or a visit of union officers to 
its plant, except to aign a new con- 
tract on the expiration of the first 
five-year agreement. The cordial 
and prosperous relations of the Post 
and ita employes for yearsfa a most 
gratifsrlng testimony of the benifi- 
cent results to employer and em- 
ploye alike of the substitution of 
conferenoe and arbitration for 
strikes and lockouts, of the recog- 
nition of mutual interests and rights 
in a q^rit of faimeaa. The result 
has been mutual naptei and confi- 
dence, harmonious co-operation of 
efforts, peace and progress.

The London Saturday Review,

Can 
any other interpretation t>e given to its 
grand rale that only practical Catholics 
are admitted as members, giving all to 
God, church and country? Predsely be- 
cause of its deep love for God must his 
love for his beautiful country be pure 
and invindble. 

Bcfon I refer to this noble brotherhood 
from ito patriotic st^^pdnt, permit me 
to call your atteatioa to aaother feature 
of true fraternity. I love to study child- 
hood. Have you ever seen a little fellow 
deny his brotherhood.' Have we not ob- 
served how they stood shoulder to shoul- 
der for defense or even screamed for hdp 
whca they found themsdves powcrlcM to 
vindicate violated brotherhood? Can you 
conceive anything more base than to be 
ashamad of a brother. gataide of tba coun- 
dl diambar, or daap II la appearance 
oaly oar IdaatltT of p n r poa a? This is 
la c x c aaab le, ao aiatter how auny so- 
called reasons msy daraor in onr defense. 
Bnt true fraternity must be active, and it 
is our duty to help our brother socially, to 
positions of honor, for we have the as- 
surance that they will fill them to the 
best interests of oiu country. The blnff 
game at present is frequently practiced. 
Weaker members are singled oat by our 
opponente and the talralad Catiwlic 
brotbam, fggaaatly baahfal, ara pat 
aaida. II la tbca oar adeaui daty to 
hdp and defend them, and such brother^ 
duty by stronger members fulfilled win 
nearly always be successful. Let me 
illustrate this by the old story of two 
brothers who landed in New York for 
the purpose of getting positions and work- 
ing their way through life. Jim waa bright 
but bashful, Patrick witty. Reading an 
advettiscmaat for s teacher in one of the 
dally papers, Patrick aeat Jim to tba 
Superlatcadaat He waa plaaaad to amat 
him.

There 
are four quarters in the moon; a quarter 
is twenty-five pounds; four times twenty- 
five is just a hundred pounds." "Still 
better," retorted the inquirer, but sure to 
get him with the third, be aakad, amil- 
iagly, "aad what am I tbiaklag of at 
prasaalP" "Te tbiak, dr, that ye have 
Jim befora ye, bat my aaaM ia Pat, and 
ye can't fool an Irishman nor bluff him." 
Jim received the appointment. 

While we need not have the wit of the 
Irishman, to speak a good aud encour- 
aging word for our weaker brothers 
makes them strong and through onr in- 
fluence a recommendation may bring 
abont mod beaeficcat reaulia.

"Pn Bdria,<^ aadi la the 
praad Ukcrlptloa oa tte BMMt haantif al 
baaaarcftbe world, eadi star of which 
is predotu, each stripe inspiring, each 
thread holy. It rests securely in the hand 
of every Catholic, but it can be wrested 
from this brotherhood only with our 
corpses enwrapped in it — dead but not 
conquered in our love for this our great 
country. Mr. Prentice would have a 
mod difficalt task to stir 19 aaiamdty 
with a patrlotle bratbarbood Uke oon to 
face biar and a Bloody Moaday would 
nowadaya be an impoadbility. Onr ene- 
mies must bow down in reverence before 
such noble purposes as ours. Perhaps 
you will be pleased to hear the teaching 
of the Catholic church on that point. 
"The first duty of every Christisn," says a 
great doctor, "refers to God, the second to 
bis country, the third to his fsmily, the 
fonith to dl bnawaity. Do yoa aaek 
happiacaa, aMgaaadadty, hanorf Wdl, 
thaa, I kaow of ao greater b^pplaess 
tbca tbot of a maa who aervea taU coun- 
try. There is no higher honor than that 
of him who, forgetting himself and fam- 
ily, gives his heart to his country." Who 
was this man who uttered such patriotic 
words? St. Ambrose, a Catholic Bishop, 
a saint and a doctor of our holy religion. 
Thomas Aquinss, the sngelic doctor, is 
not IcM clear on that point: "Aawag all 
scte of fidaUty wtaldi ara deawadad of 
ua, I kaow of aoaa amn p radoaa than 
the lova d country. Yoa mod love Ood 
because He has givea yoa Ufe and sns- 
tdns-it, bnt you mud siso love your 
country, for if it did not exist to defend 
you you would cease to be what you 
are." On September 17, 1796, George 
Washington in bis farewell address ut- 
tered the following memorable words: 
'Of aU the diapodtkna and haUto which 
lead to potttloal p wa p a dty , rdigloa aad 
moraUty anpladiapaaaabia anpporte. In 
vdn would that ama ddm the tribute of 
patriotism who ahonld Ia6or to subvert 
these great pillars of bumsn happiness— 
these foremost props of the duties of men 
and citizens." Our brotherhood rests on 
these great principles, because it is 
guided by our holy church teaching the 
religion divine and morality the most 
pure and ara tharefosa, according to 
Washingtoa'a d^podtloa, eUtlad to the 
tribate of pdridiam. bat If a CathoUc, 
and oar btotharbood la paidcalar, hi 
looked upon aa dialoyal to oar country, 
Washington was the greeted traitor 
America has ever reared, for Catholics 
stridly adhere to his principles. Then 
an insult to a Catholic brotherhood is an 
insult to the father of our beloved coun- 
try. In justice do we claim the tribute 
of patrlotiam aad deaiaad aad ddend it 
aa oar right. Oar bietherhood loves 
frataraity of ama, bat ao that it is not 
obUvioaa of a Father Almighty above us; 
it vslues and embraces all true pr qg r ee s 
in sdence, but it does not forget to kneel 
bdore and kiss the teet of the eternal 
wisdom, and therefore repels with in- 
dignation all so-called theories of prog' 
rcM which lower family and fatherland; 
It loves above all liberty, bnt aliberty 
which impoaaa grast duties and respond 
bilitlaa; aad, which is guided by a rule 
and this fola la damd truth., niagivaa 
you the raaaoB for my prlda ia tlds fra- 
ternity, baeaaaa aa it aeeapltealy prac- 
tical Christians it contdaa oaly good 
citizens and patriots. I love the young 
man, consequently I love the Young 
Men's Institute. My heart and soul are 
with you, your prosperity my greatest 
delight. Thanking you for your mod 
cordial welcome extended to me in the 
beautiful dty of I^ouisville, I pray God 
save, long live tWi' noble bratberiMod— 
the Yooag Maa'i toitltato.

Sister Mary Cecilia was born at Nash- 
ville, Tenn., and waa known in the world 
as Jennie Callahaa. At tbe early age of 
alztcea, whea the world ia Mt to young 
and happy heerta, ahe tnraed aaide from 
ita amooth and flowery patha and cboae a 
crucified Christ for her spouse and gave 
Him her pure young heart, with all its 
warm affection. Her life she gave for 
her fellow creatures, and in the rankk of 
the Sisters of Mercy she found ample 
exercise for the charity that impelled her 
in the springtime of her youth to leave 
all and follow Hitn that many soula be- 
sidaa haiaelf might enjoy the inl^eritance 
of Chflit. 

Poaaeaied of remarkable taleat ia mnaic 
and devoted to Ita patroneaa. ahe received 
with the habit the name of Sister Mary 

Cecilia. She made her profession on the 
Feast of Our Lady of Mt- Carmel July 1 6, 
189'J, and from that date until illuess 
overpowered her brave spirit two months 
ago her post as teacher was never vacant. 
Her numerous pu|rila can well recall the 
awectneaa and patience which 'he mani- 
featcd in teaching mnaic which ia a 
laborioua taak even to the very coarage- 
ona. A pnpil'a inaptitude for the eit did 
not ruiBe her aerealtr« ead while learn- 
ing the myateriea of tbe dtvlae art fcom 
her one could at the snnie time gather in 
many lessons of virtue from her. 

"She sduxht the Lord in all things," 
the reverend orator said in his funeral 
discourse. Ten years ago at her solemn 
profeaaion ahe gave Him her heart, and 
her frail earthly tenement she uaed but 
for Hia honor aa4 glofy. She lived a long 
life In a abort tiiae, aad whea her di 
rector told her ahe was going home to 
her Patber'a honae her only regret was 
that the Sisters woulil need and miss her 
so. "But God want's you," he re;)lied. 
■'Then His holy will lie done," she said. 
After that time she had no more thought 
for tbe things of earth. Her body was 
racked by intenae pain, but her conatant 
prayer was for patience to endure eD God 
might be pleaaad to aend her. 

On laat Sunday awming at 8:30 o'clock, 
juat as a fair young Slater knelt at the 
altar of God nwking her profeaaion to 
begin in stern reality to do battle in the 
arena of life, another soul had finished 
hers and Sister Mary Cecilia stood before 
her God, her spouse Jesus Christ, with 
the works of her ten well spent years in 
her hands and truly then she could aay, 
"Lord, I have aought Thee in all things, 
therefore do«I expect my inheritance for 
all eteralty." ' 

Her fnaeral obaeqniea took plaoa ia the 
convent chapel and tbe Rev. P. M. J. 
Rock paid a beautiful tribute to her, and, 
addressing her pupils, told them ao to 
live that one <^<y they might be reunited 
with this loved teacher in tbe choir of 
heaven. 

Tbe ainmnae of the academy followed 
her remaina in rank to their last resting 
place in St. Lonia ceoMtaiy. There after 
a fervent cxhortatiea the laat prayers 
were offered for her, oiiagled with tears, 
and aa the laat wocda of the "Miaerere" 
fell upon the breeae the earthly torn of 
Stater Mary Cecilia waa left to reat la
